I had a long conversation with Mike this weekend, re: his story on Malik and the assertion 
that we hâve nicotine technology that Malik helped develop which we killed after firing him. 

Here's what I told him on background/off the record:

—I even went so far, in layman’s terms, to explain what I knew about the research (Chemical 
vs genetic) to demonstrate that I was not leading him astray. 

—I also went through ail the craziness surrounding his "star witness"-tlie threats, his 
paranoia, the fact that he was very adequately compensation at time of layoff, and generally 
the unstable behavior he has demonstrated. 

—I wound up by saying..."Mike, I think you better think long and hard before you take 
whatever this guys word for what went on. If he told you we hâve suppressed or killed his 
research in any way...you were lied to!" 

—Although he didn't go off and say he was killing the story...he did say he would go back to 
"his sources" and be absolutely sure he's got the story right. 

-I suggested he talk to his editors and the Times attorneys before putting this in print. 

He appreciated my candor. 

I told him this week was not a good time for anyone to meet with him. He said he normally 
would not be in a rush to write but he was going to take two weeks off for vacation. He did 
not mention the hearings at ail. 

He would let me know if he could put it off a lew weeks. I suggested that it was sort of an 
"evergreen" story. 

Minor progress...but one never knows with him or tire Times.
